Being  some  suggestions  concerning  the 
support  of  particular  Missions 
and  Missionaries 

* 

SOME  people  and  parishes  wish  to  give 
their  missionary  offerings  to  a  particular 
object.  This  can  be  done  by  means  of 
a  “Designated  Contribution. ”  A  “Designated 
Contribution”  differs  from  a  “Special.”  The 
“Designated  Contribution”  aids  the  Board  of 
Managers  in  paying  the  pledges  it  has  made  to 
the  particular  field  or  mission  named  by  the 
donor.  It  can  therefore  be  credited  to  the 
parish  or  diocesan  Apportionment.  A  “Special” 
is  given  to  an  individual,  to  be  used  at  his  dis¬ 
cretion,  without  regard  to  the  Board’s  appro¬ 
priations,  and  therefore  has  nothing  to  do  with 
the  Apportionment. 

“Designated  Contributions”  may  be  given 
for  missions  in  either  the  domestic  or  foreign 
field.

To  designate  a  contribution  for  any  particular 
field,  it  should  be  marked  “For  missionary  work 
in  the  District  (or  Diocese)  of _ ” 

The  support  of  a  missionary  bishop  costs 
$3,000  a  year,  with  an  additional  $300  a  year 
for  traveling  expenses.  There  are  twenty-one 
domestic  missionary  bishops  whose  stipends  and 
expenses  must  be  thus  provided. 

In  addition,  there  are  700  clergymen,  1  50 
laymen,  225  women,  for  whose  support  the 
Board  makes  appropriations  in  amounts  ranging 
from  $80  to  $1,500  per  year.  “Designated 
Contributions  ’ 1  may  be  given  for  any  of  these 
items. 

In  the  domestic  field  missions  are  supported 
among  the  Indians  and  Negroes,  as  well  as 
among  the  white  people.  Offerings  may  be 
designated  for  either  of  these  branches  of  work, 
to  be  used  for  the  support  of  scholarships  or  the 
payment  of  missionary  stipends. 

foreign  Jttisstons 

IN  the  foreign  field  missions  are  maintained 
in  Africa,  China,  (Missionary  Districts 
of  Shanghai  and  Hankow),  Japan,  (Mis¬ 
sionary  Districts  of  Tokyo  and  Kyoto),  Haiti. 
In  designating  a  contribution  for  work  abroad,  it 
should  be  marked  “For  missionary  work  in  the 

District  of _ ” 

The  support  of  a  missionary  bishop  abroad 
costs  from  $2,000  to  $2,750  a  year,  according 


to  location  and  term  of  service.  There  are 
seven  missionary  bishops  in  foreign  fields. 

@/l)e  Support 

Of  a  married  man  costs  from  $1,250  to 
$1,750,  according  to  the  length  of  service* 

Of  a  single  man  costs  from  $750  to  $1,100, 
according  to  the  length  of  service; 

Of  a  single  woman  costs  from  $450  to  $900, 
according  to  the  length  of  service; 

Of  a  native  priest  costs  from  $180  to  $800, 
according  to  a  location; 

Of  a  native  deacon  costs  from  $120  to  $400, 
according  to  location; 

Of  a  Bible  woman  costs  from  $30  to  $7 3, 
according  to  location; 

Of  a  scholarship  costs  from  $25  to  $100, 
according  to  location; 

Of  a  hospital  bed  costs  from  $30  to  $50, 
according  to  location. 

Detailed  information  concerning  the  support 
of  particular  mission  stations,  individual  mis¬ 
sionaries,  either  American  or  foreign;  schools 
and  hospitals,  can  be  obtained  from  the  Cor¬ 
responding  Secretary,  281  Fourth  Avenue, 
New  York.
